WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Nation- 
al Republican teaders were charged 
by Senator Underwood of Alabama, 
Democratic leader in the Senate, to- 
day with having “determined to buy 
a seat” in the Senate for Truman H. 
Newberry, where retention of that 


seat is contested by Henry Ford, his 
Democratic opponent. 

The Democratic leader, entering 
first time, 
declared that, as he saw the New- 
berry case, and as he believed the 
country viewed it, -‘the issue in- 
volved is whether the Republican 
party, as a party, intends to obey the 
law of the land.”’ 

Selection of Newberry as the Re- 
publican candidate was made not 
alone by Republican leaders in that 
State, but by national Republican 
leaders, Senator Underwood said.: 

Drafting of Newberry. 

“It has been said on the floor of 
the Senate that Mr. Newberry was 
drafted,” continued Senator Under- 
wood, “and he was drafted to make 
the fight in the party machinery. 
When the issue became doubtful, 
when the leaders saw that through 
the ordinary course of the campaign 
they could not win with Newberry, 
it was determined to buy the seat 
for him. 

“That is true, 
mined to buy it. 
how much was spent, but I. do know 
that Senator Newberry, standing at 
his place over there the day before 
yesterday, announced to the Senate 
that $195,000 was spent by his 
friends in that campaign. It prob- 
ably was more. 

“You know and I know when ap- 

proximately $200,000 ia spent for « 
candidate for the Senate in a pri- 
mary or an election, the money was 
not spent for legitimate campaign 
purposes. 
“It is seldom that you find a con- 
tested case s0 closely connected with 
the party organization as ts this,” 
he went on.

Pitfalls Foreseen, but New 
Dail Leaders Believe They 
Are Backed by Majority of 


Ireland’s Population. 


SPECTER OF A RIVAL

Fear in Some Quarters That 
Faction of Leaders May 
Try to Turn People Against

DUBLIN, Jan. 11.—Arthur Grif- 
fith, new President of the Dail 
Eireann, and his Cabinet assumed 
today the places to which they were 
elected yesterday. It is recognized 
that careful work is necessary, if 
pitfalls are to be avoided during th: 
full month which must elapse be- 
fore final ratification of the treaty 
creating the Irish Free State is pos- 
sible. On Feb. 14 the Dail will re- 
convene to ratify formally the docu- 
ment which it approved as the rep- 
resentative body of the Irish RKe- 
public. 

The possibility of the proverbial 
“slip” is not ignored, and it is feared 
in some quarters that the republic- 
ans might use the interval in at- 
tempting to turn popular feeling to 
their side. Neither has the specter 
of the possible establishment of a 
competing executive been wholly 
laid. 

Meanwhile the new Dail leaders 
claim to have assumed their tasks 
backed by the utmost good will of 
the majority of Ireland's population. 
The reported decision of Great Brit- 
ain to liberate immediately all polit- 
ical prisoners will, it is believed, 
strengthen their hands against any 
extremist efforts on this score, and 
if the British troops and other signs 
of “foreign domination” are rapidly 
removed their troubles will be fur- 
ther lightened. 

Comment on Difficulties. 


The difficulties with which the new 
Government is faced are comment- 
ec upon by the political correspond- 
ent of the Freeman's Journal as fol- 
lows: 

“A united and stable Government 
has been established and the first

Hoover, With President’s Ap- 
proval, Arranges Gathering for 
Next Week to Avert Controversy 


By the Associat 

WASHINGTON Jan. 11.—An ef- 
fort to avert a controversy between 
railroads and their employes has 
been begun, it was learned today, by 
Secretary Hoover, who, with Presi- 
dent Harding’s approval, has called 
representatives of the larger rail- 
roads and of the railroad brother- 
hoods and other unions affected into 
a series of conferences. 

An agreement has been reached 
for a meeting next week. 

Hopeful of Results. 

Hoover indicated today that of- 
ficials participating were hopeful 
of attaining results. 

While all the disputed questions, 
over wage reductions and abroga- 
tion of the national working agree- 
ments, which the Railroad Labor 
Board has authorized, will be taken 
up, the chief object sought is to 
obtain further settlements between 
roads and employes without a pro- 
ceeding being brought to that board. 
Such an agreement, in the adminis- 
tration view; would prevent strike 
calls or other moves which might 
result if the board was forced to 
take the differences to trial and is- 
sue mandatory decisions. 

Have Case Before Board. 

The railroa@d executives have is- 
sued notices of intentions to apply 
for further wage revisions and thus 
having a case tentatively before the 
board, no meetings looking toward a 
settlement of the issue have been 
held. 

There also was a disposition in 
some circles to regard the matter 
as more serious, due to a belief that 
if the cases were pressed before the 
Railroad Labor Board, a decision 
distasteful to the employes might re- 
sult in March. 

The national wage agreement on 
coal mine wages also expires on 
April 1. 


POLICEMAN FINDS AUTO

Monday night, afterwards robbing 
Woermann of $25, on the Hanley 
road near Clayton and taking the 
machine, was found abandoned, with 
the radiator warm, on Lucas avenue 
between Fourth street and Broad- 
way, at 12:45 a. m. today, by a po- 
liceman, who noted the license num- 
ber. The machine was taken to the 
Carr Street Station. 

The policeman reported he had 
passed there half an hour before and 
the machine was not there then. 

As told yesterday, the robber

@ conversation until they reached a 
spot convenient for the robbery.

GANDHI EXPLAINS HIS THEORY 
OF REVOLT BY NON-VIOLENCE 


Indian Leader Issues Statement as 
Result of Bombay Rioting on 
Prince of Wales’ Arrival. 

Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
CALCUTTA, Dec. 2.—Mahatma 


Gandhi has issued a statement de- 
precating violence and resistance to 


his theory of resistance by non-vio- 
lence. The statement was issued as a 
result of the Bombay rioting upon 
the arrival of the Prince of Wales, 
in which seven were killed and 200 
injured. Gandhi's statement says: 

‘The hope of reviving mass civil 
disobedienge has, in my opinion, 
once more been dashed to pieces. 
The atmosphere for mass civil diso- 
bedience is absent. 

“We were, under the pledge, 
bound to protect the person of the 
Prince from any harm or insult, and 
we broke that pledge inasmuch as 
‘any one of us insulted or injured a 
single European or any other who 
welcome. I can't 
‘shirk my own responsibility. I am 


bringing in a spirit of revolt. I,.find 
myself not fully ‘capable of controll- 
ing and disciplining that spirit. 
“The Working Committee will 
have to devote its attention to the 
situation and consider in the light 


thereof whether mass civil disobeli- 
ence can be at all encouraged until 
we have obtained complete control 
over the massses. I have personally 
come deliberately to the conclusion 
that mass civil disobedience cannot 
be started for the present. I confess

made in various ways to influence it. 
Nothing could, in his judgment, 
more affect the attitude of the press, , 
he said, than such “coercive” lan- 
guage as that of Dr. Chase. 

Cleveland Man Gives Views. 

There are more than 2000 daily 
newspapers in the country, Baker 
explained, and an overwhelming ma- 
jority of them do not carry racing 
news. Publishers of the newspapers, 
with here and there an exception, 
are, he declared, as high-minded a 
body of men as engage in any pro- 
fession, with as high a sense of pub- 
lic duty and public spirit as any. He 
advised the committee of the co-op- 
eration of the newspapers of Cleve- 
land at all times in all measures of 
public welfare, telling of effective 
work rendered in suppressing what 
he referred to as a crime wave. 

He estimated that 99 out of every 
100 newspapers did not consider the 
proposed legislation necessary, and 
asserted that all would find it a ma- 
terial increase in the ordinary diffi- 
culties of getting out a newspaper.

How does 
the declaration that the sole machin- 
ery must remain the machinery of 
the British Government fit in with 
the repeated decisions of the Cana- 
dian Parliament to appoint a Cana- 
dian Minister at Washington? What 
possible control can the governments 
of dominions have over the existing 
British Foreign Office manned ex- 
clusively by appointees of the British 
Government? If the personnel and 
the attitude of the Foreign Office to 
the dominions is unsatisfactory, what 
effective steps can be taken by the 
dominions to secure a change? How 
can the, dominions have equal rights 
in foreign pglicy when the sole ma- 
chinery for carrying it out is to be 
the existing British Foreign Office? 

Lloyd George in the same speech 
went on to say that British foreign 
policy is now discussed by the im- 
perial conferences and that the con- 
ference last summer discussed Brit- 
ish policy in Germany, in Egypt, in 
America, more particularly ‘our 
troubles” in Upper Silesia, the Ruhr 
Valley, Angora and Egypt, and the 
problems of the Pacific, Honolulu, 
Philippines, Nagasaki and Pekin. 
This obviously was when the voice 
of the -dominions was heard. But 
the imperial conference has no con- 
trol over the Foreign Office, which 
is to remain the sole machinery for 
carrying out foreign policy and 
which under such conditions will 
also inevitably remain the predomi- 
nant influence in determining what 
modifications or changes of policy 
are expedient. Often, in foreign af- 
fairs, the spirit of the personnel is 
more important than a hard and fast 
definition of policy. But the impe- 
rial conference cannot appoint a 
single Ambassador.

All 
such effective control remains the 
prerogative of a single member of 
the imperial conference, the mem- 
ber representing /Great Britain.

affairs and would involve propor- 
tionate joint responsibility. It niay 
well be that consideration of what 
this responsibility would be is oné 
reason why Canada has delayed in 
making the appointment. Further, 
there is undoubted desire on the part 
of practically all Canadian public 
men not to cause embarrassmgnt to 
British interests or to British’ repre- 
sentatives. They feel it is bette.’ 
to make haste slowly than do that 
It may be that some other and bet- 
ter way of securing a real cotro] over 
the dominion’s foreign affairs will 
develop. But that some way must 
be found is regarded as inevitable. 
The logic of events is a stern propa 
gandist. 
New Government “Pro-Canadian.” 
Whether Premier King will in- 
sist on the holding of a cuonstitu- 
tional imperial conference at which 
this question of foreign relations will 
be reopened and redecided is also 
an open question. One of his French 
Canadian lieutenants, Ernest La- 
pointe, served notice on Mr. Meighen 
before he went to the imperial con- 
ference last summer that any decis- 


|jtons he agreed to would not be Fé- 


garded as binding by the Canadian 
Parliament. But there has never 
been any clear statement as to ail 
the decisions Mr. Meighen did agree 
to. During the first half of the con- 
ference, Mr. Meighen’s utterances 
were fully reported in Canada. That 
was when he achievéd a reputation 
as a great Canadian autonomist. 
That also seems to have been the 
time when he offended Lord Beaver- 
brook of the London Express and 
Lord Atholstan of the Montreal Star, 
both of whom savagely attacked him 
since his defeat.

HE most approachable man in the Brit- 
Tis delegation to the disarmament confer- 

ence was Lord Riddell, whose services as 
intermediary between the delegates and the 
press had so much to do with the advantageous 
Publicity enjoyed by Great Britain throughout 
the conference that some of the other Powers 
have wished they had a man like him Lord 
Riddell is the owner of several publications in 
London, an intimate of Lloyd George, and prob- 
ably the blandest distributor of propaganda in 
Europe. A good many stories are told of his 
visit to Washington. On one occasion he oc- 
cupied, as a layman, the pulpit at a Washing- 
ton church. He subsequently received similar 
invitations to speak at churches in and around 
the capital, and accepted one of these from 
& nearby town in Virginia. On the way over 
he fost his railroad ticket. His lordship 
searched every likely pocket while the conduc- 
tor waited. 

“Anyway, I'm Lord Riddell of the British 
Celegation.” he said. as if establishing his en- 
tire sincerity in boarding the train, even if his 
ticket could not be found. 

“O, that’s all right,” answered the conductor, 
at once accepting from so notable a visitor 
to our country the assurance that he had bought 
& ticket before he boarded the train. 

Lord Riddell ran two fingers to the 
bottom of a long top pocket and made an 
cruciating grimace. 

“But it’s not al) right. 
I'm going!” he protested. 
. * . 

Our friends the Britons are very smart. If 
they have had more at stake in the disarma- 
ment conference than anyone else, they have 
been better organized and better able than any- 
one else to carry their points. A number of 
the other delegations feel this keenly. It is 
particularly true of France. The cleverness of 
the British rather than the stupidity of the 
French was what got France a bad name at 
Washington. All the Frenchmen who were 
there feel this. The British are master poli- 
ticlans. Their co-operation as between the 
home government and a delegation sent to some 
foreign capital is always perfect. If there was 
something that needed saying éuring the con- 
ference and no one tn the British delegation at 
Washington could very well say it, then some 
member of the government at home said it. 
A mighty smart people, as sure as you live, and 
one certain to command a good deal of space 
in the ultimate outline of history. They must 
enjoy going to such a conference ag that at 
Washington. Their advantage over the other 
Participants is great enough to make the confer- 
ence, from the British point of view, something 
of a sporting event. 

Some of the European continentals fairly 
foam at the mouth over the way in which the 
British put it over them time after time, but 
to most of us it is a great comfort to know that 
the chief problem of the world at this time is 
mostly tn British hands The greatest force let 
loose on earth in a thousand yeaie is self-de- 
termination. Not six men in all Ristory have 
effected civilization as Mr. Wilson affected it 
when he projected that political ideal. We 
have to adjust to the new condition only our 
possession of the Philippines and Porto Rico. 
but England has those adjustments to make all 
over the world. She has just made one of them 
in Ireland. She has Egypt and India to deal 
with. How would we like to have that task on 
our hands? We shal! sce when we come to cur 
little problems what our incapacity is. Fortu- 
nately, a much more experienced people than 
ourselves, a people whose wisdom has been 
tempered in many more fires than our republic

OILY BUG IN NEW YORK’S WATER 


Synura Imparts Cucumber Odor to 
the Fluid. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 11.—New York- 
ers addicted to the water drinking 
habit are still complaining today of 
a cucumber odor clinging to the 
fluid. Water Department officials, 
who have traced the peculiar taste 
to the synura, a microscopic organ- 
ism which imparts an oily flavor to 
water, report that they have killed 
the “bug” which has appeared in 
large numbers in the Kensico reser- 
voir, but explain that they have not 
yet been able satisfactorily to re- 
move the oil which it contains. Au- 
thorities are agreed, however, that 
it is not injuriotis to health. 

The Kensico reservoir temporarily 
has been shut off from the main 
which supply the city and copper 
sulphate is being used to kill the ob- 
jectionable “bugs,” but it is esti- 
mated that it will take at least a 
week to get the water back to nor- 
mal.

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LOVE FOR ANOTHER GIRL 


Mary Trask, Radcliffe College 
Student, Found to Have Emo- 
tional Affection for Roommate.

| CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. 11.— 
_ Miss Mary Trask, Radcliffe College 
| Senior, now in the Cambridge hospi- 
tal with a bullet wound in her head, 
}attempted suicide because of an

‘note written to Miss Gifford by the 
other girl. The note read: 

‘Darling, I love you, and don’t let 
Lucy know why I decided. I could 
nv longer bear life. Oh,’ darling, I 
love you to the point of death, with 
love that surpasses life. (Signed) 
Dickie.” (“Dickie” was the pet name 
by which Miss Trask was known.) 

Girls Once ble. 

Miss Trask and Miss Gifford 
roomed together in Whiteman Hall. 
They had what is known in girls’ in- 
stitutions as a “crush” on each other, 
jand for a long time were inseparable. 
. After the holidays Miss Gifford’s 
‘feeling for her roommate showed an 
| appreciable coolness, it is said, and 
the other girl brooded over the ever 
widening rift. 

On Sunday night she wrote the 
tragic note of farewell and a short 
time later the muffled report of a 
pistol shot was heard from her room, 
in which the girl was alone. 

An uproar resulted in the dormi- 
tory, but order was quickly restored 
and everyone was instructed to do 
no talking. Investigation revealed 
the fact that Miss Trask had been 
shot in the right temple, just above 
the right eye. The young woman 
was removed to the Cambridge hos- 
pital, but it was not until 11 o’clock, 
three hours after the shooting, that 
the police were notified. 

Report of “Accident” Made. 

Notice was issued by the author- 
ities that Miss Trask was accidental- 
ly shot while examining a pistol. Ac- 
cording to this statement, Miss 
Trask knew the weapen was loaded 
but made the mistake of believing 
she had slipped the safety clutch 
into place. 

It is known that the police have 
obtained access to the farewell note 
written by Miss Trask and. it is be- 
lieved that she has made a state- 
ment to them in the hospitial 

Miss Trask, whose home is in Cal- 
ifornia, was an exponent of the out- 
door life and was a member of the 
Radcliffe hockey team that met the 
English girls who recently visited 
this country. She was also one of the 
leading workers for the Radcliffe en- 
dowment fund

The Blonde Complexion. 
BOPLE differ so in regard to 
their skin that what would prove 
of great benefit to one would 

have an irritating and bad effect on 
the skin of the other. But there is 
@ general classification so that we 
are able to consider separately the 
blondes, red-haired people and the 
brunettes. There wil te exceptions 
to the general rule, in which case 
you will have to use your own judg- 
ment and place yourself in the class 
in which you most naturally fit. 


Today we will consider the blondes | 


and at another time the “red heads” 
and brunettes. When we think of a 
blende the picture presented to our 
mind is usually a very fair skin and 
tue eyes and tresses of gold, but the 
blonde is not exempted from skin ir- 
ritations or blotches and, perhaps 
even more than her darker sisters, 
needs to keep her skin in the pink 
ef condition lest the contrast be- 
tween the hair and the skin reveal 
her neglect. 

The skin of a bionde usually has 
a tendency to be dry and scaly and 
you must be eternally vigilant against 
wrinkles and flaccidity. The skin is 
the index of your internal co lUtion, 
and to keep the pink and white that 
is your natura! heritage you must be 
sure there is no cloggiagg of the in- 
testines or digestive organs, for the 
blonde must depend on this clearness 
ef the skin for her chief attraction. 
Tt ts far easier to guard against 
wrinkles than to permanently re- 
move them after they have lined the 
face. Careful attention to the prop- 
er lighting. relaxi... of the nerves 
before they become taut enough to 
refiect their conditi. 1 im the face 
and carefully guarding the general 
health is bound to greatly enhance 
the beauty of the blonde. 

Sipce the skin is usually dry it re- 
quires a little extra care in a pre- 
ventive way, and you never should 
undertake an automobile trip or even 
travel in congested subways witbout 
first applying to the ekin some pro- 
tective cream. Those that are used 
as a protection against sunburn are 
equally beneficial for protection 
against dust and grime. Just a cream 
lotion which has for its foundation 
almond, cucumber, honey or orris 
will form a basis for a light powder- 
ing and enable a blonde to face the 
wind without chapping the skin or 
roughening its fine texture. 

The bionde will have better ef- 
fects when cleansing her face if she 
applies a cream first, wipes it eff and 
then uses the mild soap and water, 
as a blonde skin is usually very sen- 
sitive. The way for you to guard 
against flaccidity, which is a general 
sagging of the face, is to tone up the 
muecies of the face by a licht mas- 
sage and an astringent. 

I warn you against the too free 
application of rouge or lipstick Na- 
ture uses the most delicate tinting 
and coloring in a blonde. To apply 
a heavy rouge that might be toler- 
ated in a darker complexioned wom- 
an is to mar the delicate effect of 
your beauty and give the appearance 
of a hard and coarse character, 
which may be entirely out of keep-° 
ing with your own personality. In 
fact, if the blonde will take suffi- 
cient exercise in the open air, espe- 
clally at this time of the year, guard 
her diet, and drink plenty of water 
she will need no other aid to make 
her beautiful.
